Friends  and  supporters  of  The  Oregon 
Vagabond  street  paper  should  be  aware 
that  there  is  no  October  issue  scheduled 
for  publication.  According  to  Ron,  the 
longtime  vendor  and  artist  who  is  generally 
to  be  found  stationed  at  the  Kiva  parking 
lot  entrance  on  Olive  Street,  the  editor  of 
The  Vagabond  and  friend  of  the  homeless 
David  Gerber  has  informed  him  that  the 
funding  has  dried  up.  There  is  a  possibility 
that  funding  will  be  restored  in  the  future, 
but  for  now,  the  vendors  will  be  without 
this  important  asset. 

This  paper,  besides  providing  a  revenue 
stream  for  street  vendors,  which  can,  in 
turn,  provide  an  avenue  into  stability  and 
housing,  also  provides  a  very  important 
window  into  the  homeless  community  in 
Eugene.  The  stories  and  poetry  found  in 
these  pages,  which  reflect  the  experiences, 
hopes  and  fears  of  those  scratching  out  a

MONSANTO  LIES 

None  of  the  supposed  benefits  claimed 
by  genetically  modified  crops  have  materi¬ 
alized.

2  both  sides  presented  their  testimony 
respectfully,  until  the  rebuttal  testimony, 
which  was  only  allowed  to  OMC. 

OMC  project  consultant  Katherine 
McCamant  from  California  proceeded  to 
belittle  the  Oakleigh  and  McClure  Lane 
neighbors  about  the  hearing  held  before 
ours.  It  was  a  land  use  change  for  937 
Irvington  Dr. 

She  said  she  couldn’t  understand  why 
no  one  here  protested  about  agricultural 
land  at  the  airport  being  rezoned.  If  the 
California  consultant  were  familiar  with 
the  River  Road  and  Santa  Clara  area  she 
would  know  that  the  land  is  in  the  middle 
of  a  neighborhood,  and  is  nowhere  near 
farmland  or  the  airport. 

Then  Will  Dixon,  OMC  project 
manager,  proceeded  to  a  personal, 
untruthful  attack  of  one  of  our  neighbors 
on  Oakleigh,  who  has  lived  many  years  in 
the  community.

Downtown  River  Road 

A  UNIQUE  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  AN  EMPTY  BUILDING 


A  large  mural  on  the  former  Goodwill 
building  in  River  Road  illustrates  what 
an  eco-friendly  cluster  of  neighborhood 
scale  local  businesses  might  look  like. 
There  is  a  cafe,  a  bakery  and  small 
grocery  with  boxes  of  veggies  out  front. 

The  scene  I  painted  10  years  ago  is  complete  with 
images  of  real  people  from  the  neighborhood  meeting 
and  greeting  each  other  and  even  favorite  Eugene 
guitar  player  Eagle  Park  Slim. 

The  permaculture  landscaping  in  the  mural  is  all 
edible  and  includes  container  plants,  veggie  beds  and 
trellises.  Farther  down  the  wall  is  a  bike  shop  and 
finally  a  street  car  to  the  southeast  corner.  The  mural 
extends  almost  80  feet  end  to  end. 

Commonly  referred  to  as  the  Goodwill  building,  the 
property  will  have  potential  for  bringing  the  mural  to 
real  life.  Several  enthusiastic  nearby  neighbors  have 
formed  a  committee  to  help,  over  time,  find  a  new 
business  or  group  of  businesses  to  make  use  of  the 
space  in  ways  that  can  benefit  River  Road’s  culture  and 
well  being. 

The  family  that  owns  the  vacant  building  lives 
nearby,  is  civic  minded  and  would  welcome  a  use  for 
the  building  that  can  also  benefit  the  neighborhood. 
The  building  features  9,500-plus  square  feet  on  the 


ground  level  with  another  500  on  the  second  floor,  plenty 
of  space  to  subdivide  for  multiple  occupancy.  The  ide¬ 
al  would  be  to  have  one  or  two  anchor  tenants  to  sub¬ 
lease.  There  are  a  variety  of  successful  examples  of  mul¬ 
tiple  small  businesses  sharing  a  larger  space  in  Eugene. 

For  years,  people  in  River  Road  have  dreamed  about 
a  new  casual  meeting  place  like  the  former  cooperative 
Solstice  Bakery.  Local  residents  would  love  a  natural 
food  store,  bakery,  bookstore,  public  meeting  and 
performance  place,  office  space,  bike  shop  or  small 
retail.  At  last  December’s  Holiday  Dessert  Potluck 
hosted  by  the  River  Road  Community  Organization, 
four  out  of  five  attendees  identified  a  natural  food  store 
as  the  most  wanted  enhancement  for  the  neighborhood. 
At  the  present  time,  there  is  no  natural  food  store 
between  Whiteaker  and  Corvallis. 

Imagine  a  downtown  River  Road.  This  is  the 
location.  Hilliard  Street,  the  cross  street,  extends  to 
the  west,  with  many  side  streets  reaching  deep  into  the 
neighborhood  —  easy  access  by  bike  and  walking  to 
“downtown”  for  the  entire  middle  part  of  River  Road 
neighborhood. 

Hilliard  also  extends  east  a  couple  of  tree-lined 
blocks  to  the  River  Bike  Path.  In  addition  to  the 
surrounding  neighborhoods,  River  Road  is  the  most 
important  thoroughfare  connecting  north  River  Road 


and  Santa  Clara  with  downtown  and  west  Eugene. 
Eugene’s  EmX  may  also  add  to  the  transportation  mix 
within  a  few  years. 

City  of  Eugene  land-use  policy  is  to  create  walkable 
neighborhoods.  Making  creative  use  of  the  Goodwill 
building  is  a  timely  opportunity  to  move  smartly  in  that 
direction.  Given  trends  in  resources,  climate  change, 
economics  and  culture,  it  makes  great  sense  to  localize 
business  to  the  neighborhood  scale. 

The  neighborhood  citizen  committee  is  one  example 
of  an  emerging  green  culture  in  River  Road.  In  recent 
years,  the  River  Road  area  has  seen  an  upsurge  in 
permaculture  and  building  green  community  with  an 
expanding  level  of  mutual  assistance  networks  and 
on  the  ground  projects.  There  could  be  great  synergy 
between  River  Road’s  expanding  green  culture  and 
like-minded  businesses. 

The  Goodwill  building  presents  a  rare  opportunity: 
1)  a  welcoming  local  population  that  is  underserved  by 
exactly  the  same  kinds  of  businesses  that  would  be  a 
good  fit  for  the  site,  2)  historical  trends  are  saying  go 
local  and  green,  3)  the  building  can  accommodate  a 
variety  of  interior  design  layouts,  and  4)  the  owners 
would  like  to  see  tenants  that  would  enhance  the  well 
being  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  citizen  committee  is  available  to  assist 
progressive  businesses  to  find  out  more.  Arrangements 
can  be  made  to  see  the  space,  meet  the  owners  and  local 
residents.

Further,  carbon  fuel  use  is  so  deeply  and 
massively  embedded  in  the  infrastructure, 
investment  and  way  of  life  we  share  in 
the  existing  social  world  that  it  requires  a 
revolution  of  religious  and  moral  motivation 
and  perspective  to  identify  each  person, 
corporation,  nation,  etc.,  with  the  whole 
global  system  to  overcome  externalizing 
the  costs  to  another  nation,  corporation, 
community,  person,  and  the  finite  natural 
environment  —  including  the  O&C 
forests.  There  is  no  such  other,  and  we’ll 
either  swim  or  sink  together.  So,  we  must 
change  in  part  by  waking  up  to  the  reality 
we’re  socially  and  ecologically  connected. 

We  need  impossible  practices  to  meet 
ecological  Armageddon  —  and  hellhounds 
of  inequality  and  nuclear  proliferation.  But, 
remember,  history  is  about  attaining  the 
impossible.  We  shouldn’t  dwell  on  doom 
and  gloom  but  on  the  greatest  challenge 
human  beings  have  ever  faced.  We  should 
focus  on  how  tremendously  exciting  it  will 
be  to  meet  it.  Rather  than  Jeremiads  and 


denouncing,  we  should  call  on  the  best  in 
us  to  rise  to  the  occasion.

Where  Food 
Comes  From 

LEARNING  ABOUT  HEALTHY  EATING  AT  HOME  AND  AT  SCHOOL 


What  better  time  to  celebrate  the 
connections  being  made  between 
kids  and  local  food  than  October 
with  the  harvest  season  at  its 
height  and  the  school  year  in  full 
swing.  The  Willamette  Farm  and  Food  Coalition’s 
Farm  to  School  Program  is  actively  working  with 
the  Bethel,  Eugene,  Springfield  and  Oakridge  school 
districts  to  educate  students  about  where  their  food 
comes  from,  provide  their  families  with  resources  to 
access  healthy,  locally  grown  foods  and  assist  district 
Nutrition  Services  in  incorporating  more  locally  grown 
foods  into  school  meals. 

Our  education  program  is  provided  to  students  in  six 
schools,  prioritizing  the  schools  in  Lane  County  with 
the  highest  percentage  of  students  in  poverty.  Students 
receive  a  lesson  on  where  food  comes  from  and  the 
health,  environmental  and  community  benefits  of 
eating  from  farms  close  to  home.  Students  participate 
in  farm  field  trips  and  prepare  a  snack  or  meal  with 
food  they  harvested  themselves  at  the  farm.  They  also 
receive  classroom  nutrition  lessons  focused  on  fruits 
and  vegetables,  and  sessions  in  their  school  garden 
during  which  they  have  the  opportunity  to  plant, 
nurture,  harvest  and  eat  vegetables.  (School  garden 
sessions  are  provided  by  our  partner  organization,  the 
School  Garden  Project  of  Lane  County.) 

We  know  the  program  is  needed.  Many  of  the 
families  in  the  schools  we  serve  do  not  have  the 
resources  to  provide  healthy  meals  at  home,  and 


for  some,  free  school  meals  are 
the  only  nutrition  their  children 
reliably  receive.  Many  children 
don’t  know  where  food  comes 
from  and  have  never  seen  food 
growing  in  a  field,  tasted  fresh 
organic  produce  or  even  tried  most  vegetables. 
After  participating  in  our  program,  students  show 
enthusiasm  for  eating  fruits  and  vegetables,  as  well  as 
increased  knowledge  of  where  their  food  comes  from 
and  how  it  is  grown. 

It’s  exciting  to  provide  kids  with  these  experiences, 
but  we  know  it’s  only  part  of  the  work  of  education 
and  inclusion.  The  majority  of  students  in  the  schools 
we  serve  are  living  in  poverty.  Low-income  families 
struggle  to  put  food  on  the  family  table,  and  often  lack 
the  resources  to  explore  their  options  for  accessing 
locally  grown  food.  Introducing  children  to  local  food 
can  be  a  transformative  moment.  Helping  low  income 
families  learn  how  to  access  nutritious  locally  grown 
food  can  transform  that  moment  into  change  that  lasts 
a  lifetime. 

To  foster  this  change,  in  2012  we  broke  new  ground 
by  establishing  our  Farm  to  School  Family  Outreach 
project  to  bring  the  bounty  of  the  Willamette  Valley’s 
harvest  into  the  kitchens  of  low-income  families. 
Farm  to  School  staff  and  volunteers  coordinate 
family  field  trips  to  local  farms  and  farmers  markets. 
Families  receive  produce  to  take  home,  coupons  for 
use  at  farmers  markets  or  farm  stands  in  their  area, 


and  information  about  how  to 
use  Supplemental  Nutrition 
Assistance  Program  (SNAP) 
benefits  at  these  locations. 
Families  also  receive  Oregon 
Harvest  for  Schools  Family 
Newsletters,  which  encourage 
the  consumption  of  locally  grown 
fruits  and  vegetables  at  home. 

In  addition  to  educating 
kids  and  families,  Willamette 
Farm  and  Food  Coalition  is  also 
working  with  these  districts  to 
support  them  in  incorporating 
locally  grown  foods  into  school 
meals.  During  the  2012-13 
school  year  the  Bethel,  Eugene,  Springfield  and 
Oakridge  school  districts  purchased  Oregon-grown 
and  processed  products  valued  at  $877,115.  These 
numbers  are  increasing  every  year.  The  Bethel 
School  District  is  a  leader  in  Oregon;  33  percent  of 
the  district’s  purchases  came  from  Oregon  farms  and 
processors  last  school  year.  Bethel,  Springfield  and 
Oakridge  all  received  grants  this  year  from  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Education  to  purchase  Oregon-grown 
and  processed  products  and  to  provide  food  and  garden 
based  education. 

Farm-to-school  efforts  connect  kids  to  the  source 
of  their  food  and  support  local  farms  in  the  process. 
By  educating  kids  about  where  their  food  comes 
from,  providing  their  families  with  resources  and 
opportunities  to  access  fresh,  healthy  produce  and 
assisting  school  districts  in  procuring  locally  grown 
products  we  are  strengthening  our  local  food  system, 
which  leads  to  healthier  children  and  a  stronger 
community. 

Megan  Kemple  is  the  Farm  to  School  Program  director  for  Willamette

QUESTIONS  OVER 
COUNTY  REPORT 

Though  the  investigation  into  former  county 
administrator  Liane  Richardson’s  violation  of  county 
policy  was  released  weeks  ago,  and  Lane  County  has  signed 
an  agreement  with  the  controversial  former  employee 
mutually  agreeing  not  to  sue,  the  county  contretemps  is 
far  from  over.  Questions  linger  over  what  information  was 
blacked  out  in  the  report  on  Richardson’s  pay  alterations. 

The  report,  which  was  conducted  by  USO  Investigations 
and  led  to  Richardson’s  termination,  looked  only  at  one 
incident  —  the  paychecks  —  not  any  previous  issues.  And 
the  report  was  so  heavily  redacted  that  more  than  30  pages 
were  entirely  blacked  out,  leading  many  in  the  community 
to  wonder  what  the  county  might  be  hiding. 

Commissioner  Pete  Sorenson  emailed  County  Counsel 
Stephen  Dingle  on  Sept.  27  to  ask,  “Why  can’t  the  report 
be  released,  redacting  only  the  names  of  employees?  Why 
is  there  such  an  extensive  redaction  —  pages  and  pages  — 
when  the  board  (at  least  I  thought)  said  they  wanted  the 
report  released  as  soon  as  possible?” 

Commissioner  Jay  Bozievich,  who  in  a  recent  editorial 
in  the  R-G  denied  Richardson’s  allegations  that  he  was  the 
commissioner  who  suggested  to  her  she  could  alter  her 
pay,  made  a  similar  request  about  a  release  of  information, 
according  to  an  email  from  Dingle. 

Dingle,  in  a  lengthy  response  back  to  Sorenson,  cited 
whistleblower  protection  for  employees  such  as  the  one  who 
called  attention  to  Richardson’s  machinations,  attorney-client 
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privilege  and  fear  it  would  “expose  the  county  to  significant 
legal  exposure”  among  his  reasons  for  the  heavy  redactions. 
Dingle  writes  that  he  has  told  the  county  commissioners  “I 
am  not  a  policy  maker.  I  employed  a  course  in  my  release  of 
the  report  that  was  intended  to  protect  and  respect  the  rights 
of  our  employees  and  protect  the  county  from  unnecessary 
liability.”  He  adds,  “I  have  done  nothing  to  this  point  that 
cannot  be  undone  by  the  board.” 

Dingle  cites  the  case  Springfield  School  District  #19  v. 
Guard  Publishing  Company,  which  says,  “The  disclosure 
of  a  summary  of  a  report  or  of  a  significant  portion  of  the 
information  in  a  confidential  report  can  result  in  a  waiver 
of  the  applicable  exemption.”  It  continues,  “The  document 
itself  need  not  have  been  disclosed  to  give  rise  to  waiver,  if 
the  information  contained  in  the  report  is  equivalent  to  the 
disclosed  information.” 

Local  attorney  Marianne  Dugan  says  that  without 
seeing  the  non-blacked  out  version  of  the  report,  “I  really 
can’t  say  whether  his  theory  holds  water,”  but  that  “I  would 
note,  however,  that  in  releasing  a  ‘summary,’  it  seems  to 
me  he  risks  doing  exactly  what  the  court  said.”  —  Camilla 
Mortensen

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INDIGENOUS  WEEK 
ON  UO  CAMPUS 

Sometimes  the  indigenous  students  on  the  UO  campus  can  feel 
a  little  invisible.  Less  than  one  percent  of  UO  students  are  officially 
listed  as  American  Indian  or  Alaska  Native,  and  while  the  federal 
government  celebrates  Columbus  Day  —  a  holiday  students  like  Ada 
Ball  of  the  Native  American  Student  Union  (NASU)  find  offensive  — 
Native  Americans  and  their  contributions  aren’t  widely  recognized. 

NASU  has  already  been  celebrating  Indigenous  Solidarity  Day  to 
call  attention  to  the  colonization  and  genocide  of  indigenous  groups 
and  also  to  celebrate  the  contributions  and  talents  of  Native  Americans. 
But  this  year  Ball  and  other  members  of  the  student  group  decided  to 
make  it  bigger  and  Indigenous  Solidarity  Week,  Oct.  14-18,  was  born. 

Ball,  a  UO  senior  and  member  of  the  Confederated  Tribes  of  Siletz 
Indians,  says  there  are  not  a  lot  of  events  on  campus  specifically 
for  the  indigenous  and  that  conversations  about  decolonization 
don’t  happen  much  in  Eugene.  Indigenous  Solidarity  Week  will 
bring  together  indigenous  speakers  and  performers  from  the  Pacific 
Northwest  and  beyond. 

The  week  kicks  off  with  a  decolonization  rally  at  the  EMU  noon 
to  3  pm  Monday,  Oct.  14,  followed  by  a  free  salmon  feed  sponsored 
by  the  Klamath  tribes  at  4  pm  in  the  Many  Nations  Longhouse.  The 
week  as  a  whole,  and  the  salmon  feed  in  particular,  is  a  welcome  and 
welcome  back  event  for  students,  faculty,  alumni,  community  members 
and  allies.  In  addition  to  hip-hop  performers  including  Tribal  Thought 
(Kayla  Godowa-Tufti)  and  Quese  IMC  at  7  pm  Oct.  18  in  the  EMU 
Ballroom,  the  week’s  events  will  also  address  environmental  issues 
with  speakers  such  as  Chief  Caleen  Sisk  of  the  Winnemum  Wintu. 
There  will  also  be  a  panel  on  indigenous  languages,  which  Ball  says 
are  “the  first  things  to  go  when  assimilation  policies  are  implemented.” 

She  says  that  the  events  are  outreach  to  non-native  people  as  well 
as  to  indigenous  students  and  campus  members  who  aren’t  aware 
of  NASU.  According  to  the  UO  admissions  website,  there  are  171 
American  Indian  or  Alaska  Natives  on  campus,  but  that  count  only 
allows  people  to  check  off  one  ethnic  affiliation,  so  a  student  cannot 
be  listed  as  both  Native  American  and  Hispanic.

he  chanterelle  season  got  a  bountiful  start  this 
year.  A  dry  summer  favors  high  production  in  this 
mushroom.  Then  rains  followed  by  a  warm  spell 
made  the  first  flush  not  only  plentiful  but  with 
wonderful  shape  and  form. 

In  our  culture,  Halloween  is  the  gateway  to 
winter,  time  of  wet,  cold  days  and  long  nights.  Humans  have  a 
tendency  to  get  glum  during  our  rainy  season,  cowering 
inside  until  the  spring  equinox.  Most  of  our  forest  trees, 
evergreen  conifers,  find  winter  a  wonderful  time.  With  plenty 
of  moisture  to  keep  stomates  open,  they  photosynthesize  at 
a  steady  rate  all  winter. 

Deciduous  broadleaf  trees  miss  out  on  this  winter  activity 
because  without  leaves  they  can  not  photosynthesize.  The 
mosses  on  now  lighted  branches  dance  with  delight, 
awakened  from  their  summer  desiccation  dormancy.  Extra 
light  and  moisture  makes  their  green  become  brighter  as  new 


growth  appears  at  the  tips  of  their  stems. 

Lichens  dominate  the  outer  parts  of  oak  or  ash  branches. 
Like  mosses,  this  is  the  start  of  their  main  growing  season. 
Lichens  come  in  more  colors  than  mosses.  Not  seen  are  the 
dyes  that  can  be  made  from  lichens  with  proper  fermentation: 
hidden,  nascent  colors  for  weavers.  The  growth  form  of 
lichens  is  more  varied  than  mosses.  All  mosses  have  tiny 
stems  with  tiny  leaves.  Lichens  form  ribbons,  tubes,  bushes 
and  swags. 

Someone  walking  along  the  riverbank  path  at  Mount 
Pisgah  will  see  long,  pendulous  lichens  that  look  like  Spanish 
moss.  These  are  fishnet  lichens,  a  nice  Halloween  sight.

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The  package  suffers  from  “three  major  flaws,”  reads  a 
statement  from  Chuck  Sheketoff,  executive  director  of  OCPP. 
“Revenue  shrinks  after  the  current  budget  period,  it’s  mainly  a 
tax  cut  for  some  of  Oregon’s  wealthiest  1  percent,  and  it  won’t 
create  any  jobs,  despite  what  its  proponents  claim.” 

Sheketoff  is  concerned  that  the  legislation 
fails  to  place  an  expiration  date  or  sunset  on 
the  tax  subsidy  for  wealthy  business  owners. 

“It’s  not  only  contrary  to  public  policy  enacted 
by  the  2013  Legislature,”  he  says,  “but  it’s 
irresponsible  for  lawmakers  to  not  sunset  this 
tax  provision.” 

Sheketoff  told  EW  that  this  concession 
to  the  Republicans  was  likely  a  response  to 
voters  passing  Ballot  Measures  66  and  67 
in  2010,  which  raised  taxes  on  Oregonians 
earning  more  than  $125,000  a  year. 

Some  taxes  will  go  up  under  the 
legislation,  but  Sheketoff  says  K-12  schools 
that  will  benefit  from  the  $100  million  in  new 
revenue  over  the  next  two  years  may  be  in  for 
a  surprise  when  the  money  dries  up  at  the  end 
of  the  biennium. 

“The  proposal,  ultimately,  hangs  on  the 
erroneous  premise  that  reducing  taxes  for 
wealthy  business  owners  creates  jobs,”  he 
says.  “Customer  demand,  not  tax  rates,  drives 
the  need  for  new  employees.” 

The  tax  package  also  put  limits  on  state 
contributions  to  the  Public  Employees  Retirement  System 
(PERS),  but  unions  are  expected  to  challenge  the  cuts  in  court.

MARCH  FOR  LOCAL 
FOOD  RIGHTS 

On  Saturday,  Oct.  12,  Eugeneans  can  take  part  in  another 
international  March  Against  Monsanto,  a  worldwide  event  to 
raise  awareness  of  the  controversy  surrounding  genetically 
modified  foods  and  seeds.  The  event  is  particularly  telling  in 
light  of  the  recent  passing  of  Senate  Bill  863  in  Oregon  during 
the  recent  special  session  of  the  Legislature.  That  law  means  the 
state  rather  than  local  governments  regulate  local  agriculture. 

“We  don’t  really  want  to  march  against  anyone;  Monsanto 
isn’t  the  only  biotech  corporation.  We’re  not  even  calling  it 
a  march  —  we’re  calling  it  the  ‘March  Above  and  Beyond 
Monsanto,”’  says  Sabrina  Siegel,  a  main  organizer  of  the  event. 


“This  issue  is  kept  out  of  our  media  in  the  U.S.  —  so  much  so 
we  have  to  march  and  create  events  to  get  the  word  out  to  the 
public.” 

The  march  will  begin  at  the  Wayne  Morse  Free  Speech  Plaza 
and  end  at  the  First  Christian  Church  with  an  informational 
panel  called  “Tools  and  Tactics  for  Sustainable 
Food  Systems.” 

A  variety  of  local  activists  will  be  on  the 
panel,  including  Melissa  Wischerath  from  the 
Center  for  Sustainability  Law,  Zach  Baker 
from  Support  Local  Food  Rights,  Stacey  Be 
Black  from  Kid  Food  Matters,  Doug  Hornaday 
from  Healthy  Bees  Healthy  Gardens  and 
Kristie  Steele,  along  with  Siegel,  from  GMO 
Free  Oregon.  The  panel  is  moderated  by  E W’s 
Camilla  Mortensen. 

The  event  will  also  raise  awareness 
about  SB  863,  which  specifically  says  that, 
“exclusive  regulatory  power  over  agricultural 
seed,  flower  seed,  nursery  seed  and  vegetable 
seed  and  products  of  agricultural  seed,  flower 
seed,  nursery  seed  and  vegetable  seed  [will  be 
reserved]  to  the  state.” 

“It’s  sort  of  an  affront  to  our  democracy,” 
Siegel  says.  “Let’s  get  together  as  a  community 
and  protect  our  families.” 

Kai  Huschke  of  the  Community 

Environmental  Legal  Defense  Fund 

(CELDF),  which  has  been  working  with  local 
groups  on  community  rights,  says  SB  863  does  not  mean  the 
end  for  petitioning  efforts  in  Lane  and  other  Oregon  counties 
to  place  local  bans  on  the  production  of  genetically  modified 
foods  that  would  protect  people  such  as  organic  farmers. 

He  says  the  law  comes  into  play  after  only  people  have 
voted  on  the  measure.  But  Huschke  says,  “It  is  also  here  where 
corporate  rights  and  the  Constitution  come  into  play  in  putting 
the  big  squash  on  local  decision  making  power  related  to  things 
like  food  production.”  He  says  SB  863  calls  attention  to  the 
need  to  change  the  structure,  not  just  react  to  the  Legislature. 

The  march  is  not  the  only  local  food  and  ag  event  in  the  near 
future  —  Support  Local  Food  Rights,  which  recently  had  its 
ballot  initiative  language  approved  by  Lane  County,  is  having 
an  event  Nov.  8  on  local  food  rights,  and  Sprout  will  celebrate  its 
first  anniversary  and  “how  food  grows  community”  on  Oct.  18. 

The  “March  Above  and  Beyond  Monsanto”  will  start  at  11 
am  and  the  “Tools  and  Tactics”  panel  will  start  at  noon  at  the 
First  Christian  Church,  1166  Oak  St.  For  more  information  on 
CELDF ’s  model  for  what  that  structural  change  could  look  like 
in  Oregon  go  to  wkly.ws/lkw.

FOR  UNHOUSED  VETS, 
RESOURCES  EMERGE, 
STRUGGLES  REMAIN 

Craftsmen  are  unloading  long  wooden  planks  from  a 
metallic  teardrop  trailer  as  Ken  Mac  watches  from  opposite 
Grant  Street.  “I  could  sleep  in  something  like  that,”  he  says 
of  the  trailer,  “but  I’d  have  to  have  a  job  first.” 

Every  Friday  at  10  am,  veterans  like  Mac  hoping  to 
get  back  on  their  feet,  gather  over  a  donated  breakfast 
buffet  at  Westside  Apostolic  Church  to  meet  with  Veterans 
Administration  (VA)  counselors  and  volunteers.  Through 
the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  —  Veterans  Affairs 
Supportive  Housing  (HUD-VASH)  program,  homeless 
veterans  can  pursue  a  voucher  to  secure  transitional  or 
even  long-term  housing. 

For  the  other  six  days  and  seven  nights  of  the  week, 
Reagan  Clark,  a  Marine  Corps  veteran  who  volunteers  with 
local  service  organizations,  plans  to  make  homelessness 
less  demoralizing  for  those  in  search  of  stability.  “Eugene 


needs  a  legitimate  veterans  camp,”  he  says,  “where  social 
services  can  coalesce  and  help  lift  these  guys  up.” 

Inside  the  church  sanctuary,  Clark’s  gears  are  turning. 
Last  winter,  he  had  an  opportunity,  through  a  Disabled 
American  Veterans  scholarship,  to  attend  the  Veteran’s 
Sustainable  Agriculture  Training  (VS AT)  program  at 
California  State  University,  San  Marcos.  The  six-week 
certification,  which  he  calls  “the  future  of  sustainable 
farming,”  is  something  he  thinks  could  help  many  veterans 
find  income  and  thus  qualify  for  a  HUD  voucher.  Funding 
for  VS  AT  is  slim  though,  and  it  took  great  luck  for  him  to 
be  selected.  In  the  short  term,  Clark  is  directing  those  in 
need  to  more  established  services. 

St.  Vincent  de  Paul  of  Lane  County  has  managed  to 
contribute  significantly  through  its  Veterans  in  Progress 
(VIP)  program,  funded  by  a  U.S.  Labor  Department  grant. 
“Our  purpose  is  to  help  veterans  who  are  homeless,  or  at 
risk  of  homelessness,  to  find  work,”  says  program  director 
Karen  Fleener-Gould,  who  attends  the  VASH  meetings. 
“We  do  that  through  short-term  training  or  certification.” 
Now  in  its  fourth  year,  VIP  has  placed  300  local  veterans 
with  employers.  Fleener-Gould  has  expressed  an  interest 


in  VS  AT,  but  had  to  put  it  on  the  back  burner  in  light  of  the 
government  shutdown. 

Though  the  application  process  for  VASH  has  become 
substantially  more  inviting  in  recent  years,  many  willing 
participants  face  serious  barriers  to  employment,  which 
the  VA  and  de  Paul  are  working  to  alleviate.  “A  veteran 
comes  to  us,  most  often,  so  beat  up,”  Fleener-Gould 
says.  “They  don’t  have  an  ID  or  a  birth  certificate,  and  no 
employer  can  hire  them.”  Additionally,  some  veterans  need 
a  discharge  upgrade,  have  a  felony  record  to  deal  with  or 
are  physically/emotionally  compromised  from  a  service- 
connected  disability. 

Mac,  a  former  Army  medic  during  the  Panama/ 
Grenada  era,  who  seems  not  to  be  socially  overwhelmed 
by  the  meeting  or  dismayed  by  the  application  process,  is 
the  exception  —  not  the  rule.  “They  don’t  like  authority 
figures,”  says  Clark,  and  because  of  that,  “You  can’t  push 
paperwork  down  their  throats.”  Still,  he  says,  you  have  to 
start  somewhere.  “It’s  more  like,  £Do  you  need  a  lift  to  get 
food?’  or  ‘Here  are  some  socks.’”

•  Eugene’s  Finance  Investigative  Team  ( FIT )  is  a  new  addition  to  the  city 
budget  process,  adding  a  group  of  invited  community  members  to  join  some 
Budget  Committee  members  to  talk  about  howto  balance  the  FY  2015  budget. 
The  meetings  are  supposedly  open  to  the  public,  but  they  have  been  held  in  a 
third-floor  room  of  the  Eugene  Public  Library  that  does  not  have  public  access, 
and  no  public  notice  was  given.  Is  this  a  violation  of  Oregon’s  Open  Meetings 
Law?  FIT’S  stated  purpose  is  to  “provide  a  report  to  the  Budget  Committee  with 
their  evaluation.”  If  FIT  has  any  influence  on  the  budget,  the  public  has  a  right  to 
notice  and  a  right  to  easily  attend  the  meetings.  We  hear  these  changes  are  in 
the  works  following  a  query  from  EW. 

FIT  members  are  hearing  about  options  to  eliminate  vacant  positions,  recruit 
more  volunteers  at  the  library,  increase  fees  for  recreation,  increase  the  hotel 
tax,  reduce  staff  pay,  decrease  the  manager-to-line-staff  ratio  and  create  special 
districts  to  increase  property  taxes. 

The  FIT  community  members  are  John  Barofsky,  Jenn  Bell,  Barb  Bellamy, 

Rob  Bennett,  Ruth  Duemler,  Marilyn  Milne,  Ken  Neubeck,  Eric  Richardson  and 
Evangelina  Sundgrenz,  but  the  FIT  is  only  meeting  four  times  and  we’ve  heard 
from  one  member  who  doubts  the  community  members  will  really  gain  an 
understanding  of  city  finances  in  order  to  make  informed  evaluations  to  the  full 
Budget  Committee  Oct.  28. 

•  In  order  to  run  for  Lane  County  Commission  you  must  be  a  citizen  of  the 
U.S.,  a  legal  voter  of  the  state,  a  resident  of  the  county  who  has  resided  within 
the  district  for  a  period  of  no  less  than  two  months  prior  to  any  primary  or 
general  election  in  which  the  person  is  a  candidate  and,  finally,  have  resided  in 
the  county  two  years  immediately  preceding  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  office. 
We’d  like  to  also  suggest  the  candidate  be  honest,  ethical  and  able  to  think,  but 
these  days  that’s  asking  a  lot  out  of  politicians.  The  silver  lining  to  all  the  county 
brouhaha  is  that  a  lot  of  candidates  are  entering  into  the  races  for  East  and  West 
Lane  and  Springfield;  the  latest  listed  on  the  Lane  County  website  is  Jack  A. 
Schoolcraft  in  the  race  against  incumbent  Faye  Stewart  for  East  Lane. 

Another  candidate  in  that  race,  Kevin  Matthews,  has  been  facing  “birther” 
allegations  on  whether  he  can  claim  bragging  rights  to  having  lived  in  East  Lane 
for  more  than  20  years.  Matthews  says  while  the  county  maps  of  his  previous 
home  might  be  confusing  to  some,  he’s  got  the  documents  to  prove  how  long 
he  lived  there.  Either  way,  Matthews’  current  Dexter  area  home  is  firmly  in 
East  Lane  almost  a  year  before  the  primary,  and  he’s  been  involved  in  issues 
affecting  the  community  for  years.  Let’s  focus  on  the  issues  in  this  election  — 
gravel  mines,  government  dishonesty  and  logging  to  name  a  few  —  and  try  not 
to  get  distracted  by  mud-slinging  just  yet. 

•  Folks  who  object  to  investment  in  LTD’s  EmX  bus  rapid  transit  (BRT) 
system  probably  don’t  recognize  the  positive  business  and  economic 
implications  of  efficient  mass  transit  in  our  metro  area.  A  Sept.  19  story  in  Forbes 
(wkly.ws/lks)  says  “bus  rapid  transit  can  not  only  spur  development,  but  can 
do  so  far  more  efficiently  than  light  rail  and  streetcars.”  Eugene’s  EmX  is  listed 
by  Forbes  as  one  of  seven  “authentic”  BRT  lines,  along  with  lines  in  Cleveland, 

Las  Vegas,  Los  Angeles  and  Pittsburgh. 

The  first  leg  of  EmX  between  downtown  Eugene  and  downtown  Springfield 
has  proven  to  be  highly  successful,  and  an  EmX  stop  in  Glenwood  has  inspired 
plans  to  develop  a  major  housing  project  there.  The  need  for  more  student 
housing  is  questionable,  but  regardless,  that  development  will  create  jobs  and 
spawn  coffee  shops,  restaurants  and  other  small  businesses  nearby,  and  it  all 
raises  the  tax  base.  The  third  leg  of  EmX  out  to  west  Eugene  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  early  2012,  and  we  predict  it  will  be  good  for  businesses  along 
the  route.  Meanwhile,  a  feasibility  study  is  under  way  for  a  new  EmX  leg  from 
Springfield  to  Thurston  and/or  LCC,  and  $2  million  in  state  funding  was  just 
earmarked  to  study  a  route  from  northwest  Eugene  to  downtown  to  LCC,  hooking 
into  the  6th  and  ?th  avenue  west  Eugene  route. 

•  The  Mule  Deer  Foundation  this  week  is  lobbying  Congress  to  end  the 
shutdown  because  Forest  Service  campgrounds  heavily  used  by  hunters  this  fall 
are  closed,  and  the  shutdown  is  also  interfering  with  wildlife  habitat  restoration 
programs  that  improve  hunting.  Unexpected  consequences  are  starting  to  pile 
up,  and  it’s  possible  some  folks  in  the  anti-government  crowd  will  gain  a  new 
appreciation  for  the  role  of  public  servants  and  agencies  in  business,  industry, 
finance,  travel,  veterans’  services  and,  yes,  even  our  access  to  gun  down  Bambi. 

•  Columnist  and  author  Dan  Savage  is  coming  to  U0  to  give  a  free  talk  at  2:30 
pm  Tuesday,  Oct.  15,  at  the  Alumni  Center,  and  the  tickets  are  all  taken,  but  his 
talk  will  be  live-streamed  to  the  Global  Scholars  Hall  Ballroom.  We  remember  when 
Savage  first  came  to  speak  in  March  2002  on  our  behalf  —  EW  was  under  heavy 
attack  and  boycott  threats  for  publishing  his  “Savage  Love”  advice  column.  We’ve 
all  come  a  long  way.

THE  GRAVITY  OF 
THE  SITUATION 


Alfonso  Cuaron  has  revolutionized 
movies  with  latest  space  thriller

Every  once  in  a  while,  we  are  allowed  the  laughter 
of  the  gods.  It  is  a  pure  laughter,  sprung  from  joy 
rather  than  bitterness  or  irony.  It  is  not 
schadenfreude.  It  has  no  victim.  Rather,  such 
laughter  revels  in  creation  the  way  a  child  revels  in 
play  —  with  pure  mind  and  a  freedom  beyond  the  shackles 
of  doubt.  It  is  a  thankful  laughter,  a  barometer  registering 
sheer  gratitude. 

Such  is  the  laughter  I  experienced  during  the  long 
opening  scene  of  Gravity,  the  new  movie  by  Mexican-born 
writer/director  Alfonso  Cuaron  (Children  of  Men,  Y  Tu 
Mama  Tambien).  That  scene,  in  which  a  magnificent 
planet  Earth  looms  cosmically  into  view,  is  rendered  with 
such  convincing  magnitude  and  glory  by  cinematographer 
Emmanuel  Lubezki  and  his  special  effect  team  that  I  lost 
all  powers  of  disbelief  and  simply  started  giggling.  It  is, 
quite  literally,  a  breathtaking  moment.  Wow.  Thanks  for 
that,  Mr.  Cuaron.  I  lost  myself  for  a  while,  and  I  liked  it. 

The  rest  of  the  movie  ain’t  bad,  either.  Gravity  is  a 
simple  story  rendered  in  epic  scales,  like  The  Iliad  or  The 
Old  Man  and  the  Sea.  Obviously,  simple  does  not  mean 


pointless  —  unless  you  find  the  struggle  of  life  and  death 
in  the  cold  universe  a  pointless  affair.  IT1  admit,  sometimes 
I  do.  But  sitting  through  Gravity  —  in  which  two  American 
astronauts  (the  exquisite  pairing  of  George  Clooney  and 
Sandra  Bullock)  fight  to  survive  a  massive  storm  of 
satellite  debris  orbiting  the  earth  at  the  speed  of  a  bullet 
—  I  was  riveted.  I  believed. 

And,  more  than  a  few  times  during  Gravity’s  91 
excruciatingly  suspenseful  minutes,  I  yelped  and  flinched, 
making  a  move  to  dive  behind  my  seat.  I  was  about  to  be  hit 
by  satellite  shrapnel!  This  sort  of  foolishness  doesn’t  happen 
to  me  all  that  often;  suspension  of  disbelief  as  a  moviegoer 
is  not  one  of  my  strengths,  or  weaknesses,  if  you  will.  And 
I  am  no  huge  fan  of  bow-bow  special  effects  —  they  strike 
me  too  often  as  a  crutch  for  gimpy  narratives  and  shoddy 


artistry  —  but  if  ever  there  was  an  argument  for  the  latest 
innovations  in  digital  CGI  technology,  Gravity  is  it.  It  is  a 
revolutionary  moment  in  the  history  of  cinema. 

This  film  is  a  space  thriller,  plain  and  simple.  Beyond 
the  sheer  magnitude  of  its  visual  splendor,  it  is  a  rip- 
snorting  adventure  film.  It  also  stars  Clooney  and  Bullock, 
two  smooth  veterans  working  at  the  height  of  their 
significant  acting  talents.  But  is  the  story  scientifically 
feasible,  and  are  there  holes  in  the  plot?  Can  you  accuse  it 
of  being  sentimental  and  triumphalist?  Who  knows?  Who 
cares?  Hindsight  happens  when  you  catch  your  breath. 

For  now,  trust  me:  Fork  over  the  money  for  a  seat  in  the 
local  IMAX  3D  theater,  buckle  down  your  expectations 
and  let  yourself  be  shot  high  as  a  kite  into  space.  It’s  why 
we  go  to  the  movies.

CLASSICAL  IS  BACK 

Steven  Mackey,  Gershwin,  Renaissance  Spain  and  more 


Composer  Steven  Mackey  was  honored  by  the 
commission  to  write  a  new  work  for  his  longtime 
collaborators,  the  celebrated  Brentano  Quartet,  but 
daunted  by  the  subject  matter:  a  quartet  that 
commemorated  one  of  the  most  tragic  days  in 
American  history,  the  assassination  of  President  John 
Kennedy  half  a  century  ago.  How  could  he  write  music  that 
was  true  to  what  happened  that  terrible  day,  without 
reproducing  its  ugliness  and  thereby  distressing  listeners? 
What  could  instrumental  music  add  to  our  understanding  of, 
or  feeling  about,  that  dark  day  in  Dallas? 

We’ll  find  out  Sunday,  Oct.  13,  when  the  foursome  plays 
the  California-born,  Princeton-based  composer’s  “One  Red 
Rose”  in  its  ChamberMusic@Beall  concert  at  the  UO.  The 
quartet’s  title,  which  Mackey  discovered  in  researching 
JFK’s  murder,  gives  a  clue  to  the  award-winning  composer’s 
approach  to  creating  the  quartet:  focus  on  intimate,  personal 
details,  like  the  single  blood-soaked  flower  found  on  the 
floor  of  the  presidential  limousine,  and  on  the  experience  of 
those  who  mourned  the  President’s  death,  especially  his 
wife,  Jackie.  The  three  movements,  Mackey  explaines  on  his 
website,  trace  the  tensions  between  chaos  and  self-control, 
the  personal  and  the  public  responses  to  a  national  crisis.  The 
concert  also  includes  two  classical  composers’  mid-period 
masterpieces:  Haydn’s  Op.  64  No.  3,  and  Beethoven’s  Op.  59 
No.  2.  Come  November,  the  ensemble  will  play  Mackey’s 
new  quartet,  which  premiered  at  the  Carnegie  Hall,  in  Dallas 
on  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  crime  that  happened  there. 

Unfortunately,  that  concert  happens  at  the  same  time  as 
two  other  recommended  classical  music  events.  The  Cascade 
Slides  trombone  quartet  perform  more  music  by  Haydn 


along  with  works  by  the  early  Italian  Baroque  composer 
Marini,  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams,  Leonard  Bernstein,  the 
Beatles  and  more,  at  4  pm  Oct.  13  at  First  United  Methodist 
Church  (14th  and  Olive).  Also  at  3  pm  Oct.  13,  singer  Alice 
Davenport  and  lutenist  Raleigh  Williams  will  perform 
music  from  Renaissance  Spain  (which  produced  some 
ravishing  sounds)  at  United  Lutheran  Church  (22nd  and 
Washington).  It’s  a  pity  that  after  months  with  little  classical 
music  in  town  at  all  these  three  worthy  shows  conflict. 

The  Eugene  Symphony’s  concert  at  the  Hult  Center 
Thursday  Oct.  17  also  focuses  on  American  music,  but  leans 
to  the  fun  side.  California  composer  John  Adams’s 
rambunctious  1995  “Lollapalooza”  and  George  Gershwin’s 
bustling  1925  Piano  Concerto,  one  of  the  greatest  works  of 
the  Jazz  Age  (with  Vancouver-born  soloist  Ian  Parker),  share 
one  of  the  finest  programs  of  the  season  with  Rachmaninoff’s 
ferocious  Symphonic  Dances.  Written  while  he  was  living  in 
New  York,  it’s  the  20th-century  Russian  composer’s  last 
work  and  one  of  his  most  thrilling. 

You  can  hear  some  of  the  early  jazz  that  influenced 
Gershwin’s  jazzy  concerto  on  Oct.  10  and  13  at  The  Shedd 
when  the  Emerald  City  Jazz  Kings  play  1920s  proto-jazz  by 
Louis  Armstrong,  Sidney  Bechet,  Bix  Beiderbecke,  King 
Oliver  and  more.  For  a  taste  of  today’s  jazz,  check  out  the 
latest  Broadway  House  (911  W.  Broadway,  541-686-9270) 
concert  Saturday  Oct.  12  featuring  some  of  the  UO’s  hottest 
young  jazzers,  including  trumpeter  Tony  Glausi,  reed  man 
Josh  Hettwer,  drummer  Adam  Carlson,  bassist  Sean 
Peterson  and  Torry  Newhart  on  keyboard.  They’ll  play 
original,  mostly  straight-ahead  jazz  in  an  intimate  setting. 
Bring  food  for  the  potluck  intermission. 


STEVEN  MACKEY 


Oregon  saxophone  master  Tom  Bergeron  is  one  of  the 
latest  in  a  long  line  of  American  jazzers  (Stan  Getz,  Pat 
Metheny,  Wayne  Shorter  et  al.)  who’ve  been  seduced  by 
Brazilian  rhythms  over  the  decades.  He  returns  to  the 
country  to  study  the  music  often,  and  teaches  it  at  Western 
Oregon  University.  For  his  Oct.  12  concert  of  Brazilian  jazz 
at  The  Jazz  Station,  his  Brasil  Band’s  regular  pianist,  Cassio 
Vianna,  will  join  fellow  Rio  native  Marvio  Ciribelli,  who’s 
recorded  15  albums  with  some  of  Brazil’s 
top  jazzers. 

Speaking  of  world  music,  on 
Oct.  18  frequent  visitor  and 
renowned  sitar  master 
Kartik  Seshadri  joins 
tabla  virtuoso  Vineet 
Vyas  at  the  UO’s  Beall 
Hall  for  a  concert  of 
Indian  classical  music. 

His  previous

Eugene  experienced  a  devastating  loss  in  the  music 
community  this  month:  Bill  Finneran,  beloved  founder 
of  the  Eugene  Record  Convention  (the  largest  in  the 
PNW),  passed  away  from  cancer  Oct.  1  at  the  age  of 
62.  £Wlast  caught  up  with  Finneran  in  February 
before  the  convention’s  25th  anniversary  when  he 
expressed  his  eternal  love  of  vinyl.  Friend  Marc  Time, 
who  calls  Finneran  “a  shining  light,”  says  the  future  of 
the  convention  is  unsure  at  this  time. 

There’s  a  newish  music  venue  in  town:  PlankTown 
Brewing.  The  Springfield  pub  is  now  booking  bands 
with  a  full  fall  lineup  starting  with  The  Slippery  Slope 
String  Band  playing  for  a  square  dance  9  pm  Oct.  11 
with  T-Claw  calling.

LANGHORNE’S  LAW 


Veteran  songwriter  Sean  Scolnick,  aka 
Langhorne  Slim,  says  people  are  looking  to  get 
messy.  “People  want  to  dance,”  he  says.  “People 
want  to  be  freaks.”  The  Nashville-based  musician 
feels  this  goes  a  long  way  to  explain  the  recent 
chart-topping  revival  of  “roots”  music  like  The 
Avett  Brothers  and  Mumford  8c  Sons.  “People  want 
to  strip  things  back,”  Slim  concludes. 

Lazily,  Langhorne  Slim  and  his  band,  The  Law, 
could  be  lumped  together  with  the  banjo-and- 
suspenders  crowd  (although  Slim’s  been  nibbling 
at  the  edges  of  fame  longer  than  many  other 
bands  in  the  neo-Americana  scene).  What  sets  the 
singer  apart  is  his  Joe  Cocker-inflected  singing 
voice  and  shades  of  R8cB  —  particularly  with  the 
big  Memphis-style  horns  of  “Fire”  from  his  2012 
release  The  Way  We  Move. 

“Otis  Redding  is  my  favorite  singer,”  Slim  says. 
“It’s  the  first  music  that  touched  my  heart  and 
soul.  The  soul  of  the  band  is  in  tune  with  this 
style  of  music.”  But  there’s  plenty  for  folk  and 
acoustic  music  fans  (new  and  old)  to  like  on  The 
Way  We  Move;  “Salvation”  is  a  gentle  and  lilting 
banjo  number.  The  opening  track  —  sharing  the 
album  title  and  featuring  a  killer  bari-sax  hook 
—  is  a  rollicking,  infectious  and  fun  little  ditty 
that  will  make  you  want  to  skip  arm  in  arm  with 
your  best  friend  down  the  nearest  dusty  dirt 
road.

CAVING  IN 

Consider  for  a  moment  the  acoustics  of  a  cave:  vast  and  echoing 
but  also  claustrophobic  and  airless  —  a  small  drip  of  water 
reverberating  to  the  ceiling  and  from  the  walls.  Now,  consider  the 
acoustics  of  the  band  Cave  and  you  have  the  latter.  The  Chicago- 
based,  frequently  instrumental  group  is  celebrating  the  release  of 
Threace,  out  Oct.  15  on  uber-hip  record  label  Drag  City. 

Threoce  is  a  half-planned/half-jammed  experiment;  the  analog 
recording  shows  a  band  in  its  natural  environment.  The  result  was 
chopped  and  spliced  into  the  final  product  —  sneak-previewed  with 
lead  single  “Shikaakwa.”  The  track  loops  and  drones  with  touches  of 
70s  jazz-fusion:  the  hypnotic  and  metronomic  precision  of  krautrock 
meets  Herbie  Hancock. 

Previously,  the  post-rock  of  New  York  art-rockers  Battles  is 
revisited  with  Cave’s  2008  track  “Hunt  Like  Devil”  —  adding  some 
fuzzed-out  ’60s  psychedelia  to  the  airtight  mix,  and  featuring  the  rare 
appearance  of  vocals.  Soon  it  all  goes  loopy  with  squealing  guitars 
and  an  overdriven  drumline  that  rattles  your  fillings,  similar  to  the 
way  a  rockslide  might  sound  to  a  group  of  spelunkers. 

Elsewhere,  Cave  apes  Camaro  rock  with  “Ravens  Hash,”  riding  a 
classic  rock  riff  until  it  becomes  unrecognizable,  submerging  it  in 
synthesizers  until  it’s  blue  in  the  face  and  letting  it  up  at  the  last 
minute  for  air  —  like  the  weirdo  space-age  jam  band  Cave  is.

In  between  the  breakout  2012  album  Look  Out  Mama  and  an 
upcoming  release,  the  New  Orleans-based  Hurray  forthe  Riff 
Raff  took  a  nice,  long  pit  stop  in  covers  country.  My  Dearest 
Darkest  Neighbor  (2013),  a  beautiful  and  mellow  collection, 
hosts  songs  by  a  motley  crew  of  musicians:  Lead  Belly,  Joni 
Mitchell,  Billie  Holiday  and  George  Harrison  to  name  a  few. 

“These  are  songs  I’ve  gathered  over  the  years.  I’ve  taken 
them  with  me  wherever  I  go,”  lead  singer  Alynda  Lee  Segarra 
tells  £Wv ia  email,  between  West  Coast  tour  stops  in  Oakland 
and  Santa  Monica.  “For  a  musician  who  lives  most  of  her  life 
on  the  road,  the  songs  you  know  and  love  are  one  of  your 
only  consistencies.  They  carry  a  feeling  of  home.” 

Nestled  within  the  covers  are  two  Segarra  originals  born 
out  of  other  songs.  “Angel  Ballad”  was  inspired  by  the  Gillian 
Welch  tune  “Ruination  Day,  Part  2,”  both  melancholy 
acoustic  studies  that  rumble  on  like  approaching  thunder. 
“Cuckoo”  is  based  on  a  traditional  folk  song.  “They’re  my 
addition  to  a  long  history  of  folk  songs  being  created  out  of 
other  folk  songs,”  Segarra  says. 

Riff  Raff’s  smoky,  swampy-sweet  brand  of  Americana  is  a 
standout  in  the  perpetual  folk  circuit  that  runs  through  Eugene; 
Segarra  has  a  haunting  voice  you  won’t  soon  forget,  swaying 
nicely  with  banjo  and  guitar  (and  jumping  with  the  fiddle). 

After  catching  some  Riff  Raff  shows  in  New  York  City,  ATO 
Records  —  label  to  Alabama  Shakes  and  Gogol  Bordello  — 
came  knocking.  With  that  backing,  the  band  recorded  a 
sophomore  album  in  Nashville  where  they  collaborated  with 
Andrija  Tokic  (the  sound  guy  behind  the  hit  Alabama  Shakes 
debut,  Boys  8c  Girls).  Segarra  says  the  record  —  due  out  in 
February  —  will  have  more  string  sections  than  Look  Out 
Mama,  but  songwriting  is  still  her  darling.  “I’m  hoping  this  one 
shows  the  work  I’ve  been  doing  as  a  songwriter,”  she  says.

DOUBLE  DAVE 

Comedian  Dave  Chappelle  returns  to 
Eugene  with  two  shows  in  one  night 

Not  many  comics  can  hold  a  mic  to  Dave  Chappelle. 
His  mixture  of  parody  and  social  critique  is  revered 
as  today’s  gold  standard  of  comedy.  After  trading  a 
skyrocketing  career  for  a  life  of  privacy  back  in 
2005,  he’s  back  on  the  national  stage.  Word  has 
traveled  fast  about  his  now-infamous  August  show  in  Hartford, 
Conn.,  which  he  ended  early  because  of  some  imbecile 
hecklers.  This  week,  Eugene  has  the  chance  to  witness 
something  just  short  of  a  comedy  miracle:  two  live  Chappelle 
shows  in  one  night  at  McDonald  Theatre.  So  please,  Eugene, 
do  everyone  a  solid  and  zip  it.  Let  the  man  do  his  thing.  To 
prep  for  that,  here’s  a  look  back  at  some  of  his  finest  moments: 

Chappelle's  Show ,  Season  1 ,  Episode  1 
'Clayton  Bigsby’  (2003) 

Chappelle’s  take  on  modern  racism  is  the  equivalent  to 
Jonathan  Swift’s  classic  satire  “A  Modest  Proposal.”  The 
skit’s  premise  is  spot-on  in  its  absurdity:  a  blind  black  man 
who,  unaware  of  his  race  and  raised  in  a  white  supremacist 
environment,  becomes  a  leader  in  the  KKK. 

Robin  Hood:  Men  in  Tights  (1993) 

Anything  Mel  Brooks  touches  is  comedic  gold,  but  mix  in 
a  young  Dave  Chappelle  (in  his  film  debut  as  “Ahchoo”)  and 
you  have  the  comedian’s  best  supporting  role.  The  highlight: 
During  a  brawl  he  pauses  his  attackers  to  pump  up  his 
Reeboks.  There’s  also  that  snapback  Robin  Hood  hat. 


Inside  the  Actor’s  Studio  (2006) 

Chappelle’s  candid  interview  with  host  James  Lipton  — 
one  of  the  show’s  most  popular  episodes  —  was  the  perfect 
way  to  reenter  the  spotlight  after  his  hiatus.  Discussing  the 
gossip  about  his  mental  state  when  he  walked  away  from 
Chappelle ’s  Show,  he  said,  “The  worst  thing  to  call  somebody 
is  crazy;  it’s  dismissive.  I  don’t  understand  this  person,  so 
they’re  crazy.  That’s  bullshit.  These  people  are  not  crazy; 
they’re  strong  people.  Maybe  the  environment  is  a  little  sick.” 

Dave  Chappelle:  For  What  It’s  Worth 
'Bus  Hostage’  (2004) 

Chappelle  released  this  magnificent  stand-up  special  only 
a  year  after  his  show  debuted.  The  most  memorable  bit?  A 
homeless  man  holds  a  bus  hostage  via  an  act  of  masturbation. 
Enough  said.  YouTube  it. 

Chappelle’s  Show ,  Season  3,  Episode  2 
'The  skit  that  made  him  quit’  (2006) 

The  recount  of  what  happened  that  fateful  day  on  set  has 
been  skewed  and  misunderstood  like  a  game  of  telephone, 
but  some  facts  are  consistent.  The  story  goes  that  while 
shooting  a  sketch  involving  a  fairy  on  Chappelle’s  shoulder 
spewing  racial  stereotypes  to  passengers  on  a  plane  (e.g.,  he 
advises  Chappelle  to  order  the  chicken  dinner),  he  overheard 
a  white  crewmember  laughing  a  little  too  hard  at  the  jokes. 
This  notoriously  dark  eureka  moment  sparked  Chappelle  to 
drop  his  show,  fame  and  career.  He  realized  that  instead  of 
fixing  a  societal  racial  problem,  he  was  perpetuating  it.  After 
returning  to  comedy,  Chappelle  commented  on  those  who 
congratulated  him  on  upholding  his  honor.  “That’s  great,”  he 
said.  “I’m  going  to  go  home  and  make  my  kids  some 
integrity  sandwiches.”  ■

Tony  Rust  taps  into  Monty  Python’s 
absurdist,  ramshackle  spirit 
with  Spamalot 

The  Knights  Who  Say  “Ni.”  The  Killer  Rabbit  of 
Caerbannog  and  the  Gorge  of  Eternal  Peril.  A 
three-headed  giant,  a  sorcerer  named  Tim  and  that 
petulant  French  sentry  who  threatens  to  “fart  in 
your  general  direction”  before  vowing  to  “taunt 
you  a  second  time.” 

These,  then,  are  but  a  few  of  the  impertinent  perils 
awaiting  King  Arthur  and  his  knights  as  they  seek  their 
glory  in  Cottage  Theatre’s  production  of  Spamalot,  a  “new 
musical  (lovingly)  ripped  off  from  the  motion  picture 
Monty  Python  and  the  Holy  Grail.”  Directed  by  Tony  Rust 
from  a  book  by  Python  alum  Eric  Idle,  this  irreverent 
musical  is  actually  something  of  an  anti-musical  that 
parodies  the  dog-eared  traditions  of  Broadway  while  also 
offering  a  tongue-in-cheek  tour  of  the  comedy  troupe’s 
more  memorable  skits. 

For  smirking  generations  of  undersexed,  overstimulated 
geeks,  Monty  Python  —  in  such  iconic  movies  as  The  Life 
of  Brian  (1979)  and  especially  The  Holy  Grail  (1975), 
with  its  absurdist  undermining  of  heroic  manhood  —  has 
offered  a  dialect  of  communion  in  a  cold,  humorless 
modern  world.  John  Cleese,  Terry  Gilliam  and  the  rest  of 


the  original  Python  crew  combined  high-minded  irony 
with  the  juvenile  punch  of  bawdy  toilet  humor  to  create  a 
kind  of  hybridized  cavalcade  of  comic  skits  that  were  at 
once  uproariously  stupid  and  wildly  sophisticated.  They 
were  postmodern  without  trying  to  be  postmodern,  and 
funny  as  the  foot  of  God. 

Director  Rust  and  his  ensemble  cast  tap  nicely  into  our 
geek  nostalgia  for  all  things  Pythonesque,  creating  a 
ramshackle  show  that  lampoons  with  mock-earnest  grandeur 
the  whole  tradition  of  big  Broadway  productions.  The  sets 
—  cardboard  castles  on  wheels,  boulders  that  get  carted  off 
stage,  a  tremendous  Trojan  Rabbit  —  are  appropriately 
garish  and  two-dimensional,  as  befits  the  ragtag  aesthetic  of 
the  Flying  Circus  boys.  Even  a  few  opening  night  kinks  and 
missed  marks  were  turned  to  advantage  thanks  to  the 
patched-together  nature  of  the  musical.  With  Monty  Python, 
the  sense  that  everything  could  fall  apart  at  any  moment  is 
just  another  element  of  comic  risk. 


Spamalot  really  takes  off  during  the  second  act,  as  Idle’s 
spoof  of  musical  theater  bashes  away  at  the  fourth  wall  and 
the  audience  is  let  in  on  the  wry  winks.  Here  the  cast  goes 
all  in,  and  a  number  of  the  performances  are  spot-on, 
evoking  the  fetishistic  splendor  of  Python’s  idiosyncratic 
humor.  As  King  Arthur,  Davis  N.  Smith  ably  helms  the 
show,  channeling  Graham  Chapman’s  blend  of  bemused 
and  bombastic  delivery.  Tracy  Nygard  soars  as  Lady  of  the 
Lake  (her  rendition  of  “The  Diva’s  Lament”  is  stunning). 
Marc  Siegel  is  wonderfully  sly  as  Arthur’s  servant  Patsy, 
and  George  Comstock  excels  in  multiple  roles  that  include 
Lancelot,  the  Head  Knight  of  Ni  and  the  French  Taunter. 
Kory  Weimer  (Sir  Robin),  Eric  Elligott  (Dennis,  Sir 
Galahad,  Black  Knight),  Earl  Ruttencutter  (Sir  Bedevere) 
and  Richard  Reaksecker  (Kevin)  also  fill  multiple  roles,  and 
each  grabs  his  moment  in  the  spotlight.  ■

PACKETS  OF  PROMISE 

Tips  on  what  bulbs  to  plant  and  when 

It’s  time  to  plant  garlic  and  shallots  —  and  other  kinds  of  bulbs,  as  well.  It’s  inspiring, 
tucking  those  little  bulbs  in  the  ground  with  thoughts  of  future  good  eating  and  so  is 
tucking  bulbs  in  the  ground  amidst  visions  of  spring  flowers.  I’ve  enjoyed  the  ritual 
of  fall  bulb  planting  as  long  as  I  can  remember  and  look  forward  to  it  every  year.  If 
you  are  not  in  the  habit,  though,  the  window  for  buying  and  planting  spring-flowering 
bulbs  is  easy  to  miss.  When  you  spot  the  first  daffodils  in  bloom  it’s  a  little  late  to  ask 
“How  do  I  get  some  of  those  in  my  garden?”  True,  you  can  buy  some  bulbs  in  spring, 
potted  and  ready  to  flower.  But  they  are  more  expensive  that  way,  and  the  range  of 
varieties  available  in  pots  is  limited. 

Most  stores  display  bulbs  for  fall  planting  from  September  through  Thanksgiving. 
October  usually  provides  a  pretty  good  selection.  And  it’s  not  too  late  to  order  bulbs  from 
mail  order  companies,  which  vastly  increases  your  choice  of  varieties.  It’s  a  bit  late  to 
plant  the  smallest,  earliest  blooming  bulbs.  Snowdrops,  in  particular,  don’t  like  prolonged 
dry  storage.  If  you  can,  plant  growing  snowdrop  bulbs  in  spring,  either  purchased  in  pots 
or  dug  from  another  garden.  Crocus  “bulbs”  (they  are  corms,  really)  handle  the  dry  state 
better.  Check  that  the  corms  are  firm  but  not  brittle,  and  plant  them  as  soon  as  possible. 

For  daffodils  and  ornamental  onions,  among  others,  October  is  optimal.  Tulips  can  wait 
until  November  (or  even  later,  if  you  must)  unless  you  are  planting  them  in  unprotected 
pots  outside,  in  which  case  October  is  best.  Pots  cool  down  quickly  as  the  weather  cools, 
slowing  root  growth,  and  tulips  are  more  frost  resistant  once  they  have  grown  roots. 

In  mild  climates,  hardy  bulbs  need  to  be  chilled  at  about  40  degrees  for  many  weeks 
before  planting.  I  think  the  Willamette  Valley  is  on  the  borderline,  zone-wise,  for  pre¬ 
chilling,  and  planting  bulbs  after  the  recommended  10  to  12  weeks  in  the  cold  often  means 
planting  in  December,  when  our  soils  are  already  wet  and  cold.  I  prefer  to  keep  the  bulbs 
in  a  cool  (but  dry)  place  until  I  plant  them,  and  hope  for  the  best.  Some  years,  I  suspect 
they  might  have  done  better  with  pre-chilling,  but  it’s  difficult  to  know  for  sure. 

There  are  several  more  predictable  causes  of  failure  with  bulbs  than  a  lack  of  pre¬ 
chilling.  Selecting  a  site  with  inadequate  light  or  poor  drainage,  for  example.  Most  larger 
bulbs  need  sunshine,  and  well-drained  soil  that  is  not  too  acidic.  If  you  want  them  to  return 
another  year,  the  leaves  need  ample  light  while  they  are  green  and  growing,  so  avoid 
locations  where  bulky  perennials  may  over-top  them.  A  location  in  full  sun  is  best  for  most 


bulbs  in  our  climate,  where  spring  is  so  often  cloudy.  Most  bulbs  will  do  fine  in  areas 
without  summer  irrigation;  tulips  and  ornamental  onions  prefer  it.  Just  make  sure 
they  get  plenty  of  moisture  in  spring,  until  the  foliage  turns  brown. 

Daffodils  (narcissus),  summer  snowflake  (leucojum),  Asiatic  lilies, 
tulips  and  ornamental  onions  (allium)  are  all  easy  to  grow  in  decent  soil. 

Deer  usually  leave  daffodils,  leucojum  and  alliums  alone.  Bury  all  of 
them  under  several  inches  of  soil,  at  least  two  or  three 
times  the  height  of  the  bulb.  Lilies  and  tulips  do  very 
well  in  pots,  where  they  don’t  need  to  be  planted  quite 
so  deeply.  In  either  case,  plant  them  with  the  bottom 
(root  side)  down.  And  if  you  can’t  tell  which  is  the  top 
(it’s  usually  at  least  a  little  pointy),  plant  them  on  their 
sides! 

Choosing  what  to  plant  is  largely  a  matter  of  taste,  but 
there  are  a  few  practical  considerations.  Given  our  frequently  wet 
and  stormy  springs,  sturdy  and  rain-resistant  varieties  are  my  top 
choice.  That  means  avoiding  very  large  blooms  on  tall  stems, 
especially  early  in  the  season.  Daffodils  from  the  cyclamineus 
group  —  such  as  ‘Jetfire,’  yellow  with  an  orange  cup,  and  all¬ 
yellow  February  Gold  —  are  early  flowering,  short  stemmed  and 
sturdy,  unlikely  to  be  felled  by  rain.  Watch  out  for  newer  varieties 
with  a  pink  or  apricot  cup:  ‘Cotinga’  has  a  white  perianth,  ‘Prototype’ 
light  yellow. 

Among  larger,  later  daffodils,  ‘Fortune’  (yellow  with  an  orange 
cup)  and  ‘Ice  Follies’  (white  and  cream)  are  sturdy  veterans  that  are 
hard  to  beat  for  year  after  year  of  bloom.  Many  early  tulips  are 
sensibly  short-stemmed,  but  the  showiest  early  tulips  are  the  Emperor 
series.  ‘Orange  Emperor’  provides  a  terrific  shot  of  color  in  a  grey 
season.  ‘White  Emperor’  is  just  plain  elegant  —  and  tough. 

Ornamental  onions  (which  often  go  by  allium,  the  genus  name  for 
onions)  bloom  in  later  spring,  coinciding  with  (and  mostly  outlasting) 
late  season  tulips.  The  larger  alliums  are  famous  for  producing  some 
outlandish  flower  forms,  and  all  of  them  are  fun.  The  most  visually 
stunning  are  tall-stemmed  purple  globes,  such  as  ‘Globemaster.’  But 
best  value  for  money  among  these  is  ‘Purple  Sensation,’  not  quite  so 
large  but  much  more  reliably  perennial.  ■

WORDS  OF  WISDOM  BY  DAN  SAVAGE 


I  visited  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  last  week  —  for  my  geographically  illiterate  fellow  Americans,  Halifax 
is  the  biggest  city  on  Canada’s  Atlantic  coast  —  to  help  celebrate  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
ofthe  Coast,  Halifax’s  kick-ass  alternative  weekly  newspaper.  The  paper  brought  me  to  town  to  do  Sav¬ 
age  Love  Live.
